The earliest mention of the David Field House is found in a will 
of David Field in 1750 recorded in the Town of Guilford.     David Field 
was a Lieutenant of Colonial Troops. 

This old house is" of particular interest as it was the ancestral 
home of many men who became ?/ell known.    Perhaps the best known of 
them all was Cyrus West Field who was responsible for the Atlantic 
Cable and while he was not born in this house,  It v/as his father's 
early home. 

The house was very much dilapidated vjhen purchased In 1858 and 
most of the masonry had to be re-pointed.    Partitions were also put 
into three of  the four front rooms,  but this did not  change the origi- 
nal construction to any great extent.
